“The commission desires expression 
of opinion on the part of individuals or 
groups of individuals throughout the 
church. 
“The commission is

im­ 
pressed by the gravity of the prob­ 
lems which confront it. Without sug­ 
gestion from anyone, and animated 
by one purpose, member of the com­ 
mission throughout its sessions re­ 
frained from expressing final opinion. 
“It is the intention of the commis­ 
sion to Carry on a candid inquiry. 
It 
is sure this is the spirit in which its 
task may best be accomplished and ex­ 
presses confidence the 
church

share in this view and will seek to 
preserve a sim ilar atittude while these 
investigations are proceeding.”
